Two Months Left 
To Right Faults 
of the Hen House 


Urbana, 111., July 
19— Faulty 
poultry houses are all toe* common 
on Illinois farms and less than two 
months remain in which to get them 
fixed up for winter housing of this 
year’s pullets, says H. H. 
Alp, 
poultry extension specialist of the 
College of Agriculture, University 
of Illinois. 
“It is not always necessary to 
build a new house. Ofter some un­ 
used farm building or the old hen 
house can be remodeled satisfac­ 
torily. 
There are, however, seven 
things of which the flocvk owner 
should be sure, whether the house 
is a new or remodeled one. 
First, 
it should be big enough to accom­ 
modate the flock, 
allowing 
four 
square feet of floor space a bird. 
Second, it should be thoroughly 
cleaned. 
Third, it should have a 
dry, sanitary floor. 
Fourth, there 
should be enough openings to per­ 
mit the entrance of sufficient fresh 
air wrhen needed. Fifth, it should 
have a non-leaking 
roof. 
Sixth, 
the old yard or range should have 
been cultivated and 
cleaned up. 
Seventh, there should be nlenty of 
pests and feed hoppers. * Even' 20 
by 20 foot house needs a feed hop­ 
per IO feet long accessible from 
two sides. 
“New' buildings should not lie 
started without first knowing the 
principles and genera! recommend­ 
ations 
regarding 
good 
poultry 
house construction. Changing a 
building to correct mistakes is ex­ 
pensive. 
“Blueprints 
of 
four 
poultry 
houses designed by the farm me­ 
chanics department of the College 
of Agriculture, University of Illi­ 
nois are available at a cost of 20 
cents each to cover printing and 
mailing. 
“Some poultrymen have raised a 
question as to whether or not con­ 
crete floors are a1! right for poul­ 
try houses. 
When properly built 
this type of floor is satisfactory. 
Concrete put on the ground will 
absorb considerable of any avail- 
concrete floors are given in the col- 
able moisture. It is therefore high­ 
ly essential to insulate a concrete 
floor against dampness.

the schools supported by taxation 
is in danger.

down, his report shows 
that from 1899 to 1927-28 years— 
taxes in Cook county for state pur­ 
poses increased 8:09 times as fast 
as the population, and 5.07 
times 
as fast as the tola’ 4'"!1 valuations ( 
of 
property. 
O:Aside 
of 
Cook I 
county, for the .-.ame period, taxes j 
tor state purposes increased 19.55 
times as fast as the population, and [ 
10.35 times as fast as the total 
full valuations of property. 
For county and local pui poses, in 
Cook county, for this period, taxes 
in Cook county increased 8.65 times 
as fast as tile population, and 0.46 
times as fast as the total full valu­ 
ations. For outside of Cook county, 
taxes for local purposes increased 
21.13 times as fast as the pop­ 
ulation, and 11.59 times as fast as 
the total full valuations. 
The Illinois Agricultural asso­ 
ciation is for a state income tax 
that will tap the iaige incomes of 
many in the cities who do not own 
real estate; and thus lift some ol 
the burden off the farmers* backs 
and off the backs of the real es­ 
tate owners generally. 
It also shows by statistics, that 
Chicago has less children and more

“More and more education of IL 
linois children is being regarded as 
a state problem and not solely a 
question to be met by each school 
district. 
State aid for schools has 
progressed to some extent in Illi­ 
nois. 
Twenty-five years

state school found w'as $1,000,000; 
now' it is $10,000,000; hut if Illinois 
handled the school fu:.Js as New 
Yolk does, there w’ould be more 
than 
$50,000,000 
of 
school-aid
